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2021 WISCONSIN ACT

AN ACT 10 create 252.045 of the statutes; relating to: prohibiting discrimination based on whether the person has

received a COVID-19 vaccine.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 252.045 of the statutes is created to read:
252.045 Required proof of vaccination prohib-
ited. Except as provided in s. 252.04, neither the state nor

any governmental entity may discriminate against any
person based on whether the person has received a vac-
cine against the SARS—-CoV-2 coronavirus, which
causes COVID-19, or is able to show proof of having
received such a vaccine.
